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as follows: normal phone operation, normal modem
operation without the monitoring, normal modem oper-
ation with monitoring, and monitoring of data received
only. In addition to allowing easy monitoring of data on
the phone lines, the invention eliminates the need for a
special phone to allow direct connection of a modem to
a dial-up phone.
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
